Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Systematic  inspections  of  the 

district 

w  ere 

periodically 

carried  out  and  all  essential  services 

were  satisfactorily  maintained. 

Water  Supply : 


The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  chiefly  composed  of 
upland  waters  collected  and  distributed  from  service  reservoirs 
in  different  parts  of  the  district,  namely,  Diglee,  Foxhome, 

Stone  Heads,  Nook,  Leahead  and  Taxal,  All  these  service  reservoirs 
were  emptied  and  cleaned  cut  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  premises  supplied  with  Council’s  water  was 
1456  while  154  premises  in  the  northern  part  of  the  district  were 
supplied  from  the  Stockport  Corporation  main  whioh  runs  through 
the  district.  Thirty  four  houses  only  have  a  private  water  supply 
and  this  total  is  mainly  composed  of  fams. 

All  houses  using  the  Council’s  water  have  a  piped  supply 
laid  on  to  the  premises. 

Almost  every  year  during  the  summer  months  oare  has  to  be 
taken  to  reduce  the  waste  of  water  to  a  minimum  to  present 
curtailment  of  supply,  so  as  you  are  anticipating  an  appreciable 
amount  of  building  in  this  area  in  the  near  future  I  wish  again  to 
stress  the  vital  importance  that  the  Council  take  immediate  steps 
to  augment  its  supplies. 

Extensions  to  the  Council’s  mains  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  to  oater  for  the  erection  of  houses  for  this  Council  on 
the  Reddish  Road  Site.  This  extension  involved  the  laying  of  130 
yards  of  3"  C.  I.  main. 


Sewerage: 

The  sewage  is  conveyed  through  the  Council’s  sewers  to 
the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Furness  Vale,  the  treatment  being- 
carried  out  under  the  oontro‘1  of  the  Whaley  Bridge  &  District 
Joint  Sewerage  Board. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  concerning  the  discharged 
effluent  into  the  River  Goyt.  The  sewers  have  been  maintained 
in  good  condition,  cleansing  and  rodding  being  oarried  out  when 
neoessaty. 

In  December  a  test  bait  was  carried  out  in  Sewer  manholes 
throughout  your  district  to  determine  whether  any  rat  infestation 
was  present.  As  none  of  the  bait  was  taken  it  was  conclusively 
proved  that  the  sewers  were  free  from  rats.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 


This  work  Was  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
and  a  good  average  collection  of  salvage  was  maintained. 

Factories  Act. 

The  general  health  of  factory  workers  remains  good  and 
satisfactory  conditions  have  been  maintained  at  all  factories 
in  the  district. 


Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 


The  District  was  very  free  from  infectious  diseases. 

No  cases  of  malaria  or  dysentery  were  notified  and  your  district 
was  free  from  any  influenza  epidemic  during  the  year.  One  case 
of  paratyphoid  fever  was  notified.  This  infection  was  thought 
to  be  contracted  by  the  consumption  of  ice-cream  purchased  at  a 
seaside  resort.  The  case  was  immediately  removed  to  the  isolation 
hospital  and  no  further  cases  occurred. 


No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year, 
again  proving  the  affectiveness  of  Diphtheria  immunisation. 

At  the  year  end  806  children  in  the  area  had  been  immunized  against 
diphtheria,  representing  78*3$  the  child  population.  Of  the 
8o’6  children  immunized,  321  were  under  5  years  of  age,  258  between 
5  and  10  years  of  age,  and  227  between  10  and  15  years  of  age. 
Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  issued  gratuitously.  School  intimations 
are  regularly  received.
